jer having-a-tfiickness in the range of from 2 to 20 (jm and being provided on one surface of 
sajiKubstrate. 

The decorative film acconmig to claim 1, wherein said ink is polarizing pearl ink.

3. The decorative filnvnecording to claim 2, wherein said polarizing pearl ink 
contains a pigment and said pigment is a scaly flake pigment 

4. The decorate film according to claim 3, wherein said flake has an average 
particle diameter in the range of from 5 lo 130 urn. 



5. The decorative film according to claim 4, wherein the content of said pigment in 
said polarizing peatl ink is in the range of from greater than \% by weight to less than 40% by 
weight. 



6. The decorative film according to claim 2, wherein said polarizinjj^>earnn* 
contains a pigment and said pigment is at least one of a scaly titanjum^noldaVcoated mica flake 
and ironWide-coated mica flake. 

7. The decorative film arcpjxiirng to claim 2, wherein said polarizing pearl ink 
itains pigment from the group^ponsisting of a titanium dioxide-coated mica flake, iron oxide- 

:oatcd mica flake and bismuttTtrichloridc, a 1 scaly glass flake and combinations thereof. 

8- The-decorative film according to claim 1 , further comprising a clear layer and an 
adhesive Uyerywherein said colored layer and said clear layer are laminated, in order, on said 
one surfaced said transparent substrate, and said adhesive layer is provided on another surface 
of said transparent substrate opposite said colored layer.

J 0. The decorative film according to claim 1 in combination with a window pane, 
said decorative film being bonded toX surface of said window pane. 




II. The combinati^rf according to claim 10, wherein said window pane is an 
automobile window pane. 



12. A method of decorating a window pane comprising: 
providing the/decoralive film according to claim I; and 
applying tht/decorative film to a surface of the window pane. 



13. Ijjht method according to claim 12 t wherein the surface is the surface of a glass 
window pane. 



14. / The method according to claim 12, wherein the surface is the surface of an 
automobile/window pane, 



15. The method according to claim J 2. wherein the decorative film being provided 
further Comprises an adhesive layer on another surface of the transparent substrate opposite the 
colored/layer, and said step of applying the decorative film includes bonding the decorative film 
to the surface of the window pane using the adhesive layer. 
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
